Carl L. Gu nning, who was arrest­ 
ed yesterday in Indianapolis 
on a 
charge of embezzlement, 
and 
who 
failed 
to provide the $9,000 bond, 
this morning entered a plea of gu ilty 
to the charge and Ju dge Sparks im­ 
posed a tine of $500 and sentenced 
him to the state prit>on for a term 
of years not less than two nor more 
than fou rteen. 
Mr. Gu nning stated that he was 31 
years old, and becau se of his age, 
he was ordered committed to 
the 
Michigan City prison. Sheriff Jones 
this morning made arrangem ents to 
take him in the morning. 
Mr. Gu nning was qu ietly notified 
Su nday abou t an 
indictment being 
retu rned against him, and he 
ap ­ 
peared here Monday with intentions 
of providing the $1,000. bond, which 
was previou sly stated wou ld be 
im­ 
posed. 
It was later learned by the 
cou rt that the amou nt embezzled was 
more than $500 which was charged 
by the grand ju ry, and he was order­ 
ed brou ght here from Indianapolis at 
once.

the defendant then did not seem

realize the seriou sness of the charge, 
according to the sheriff, who stated 
that as they entered Ru shville, Gu n­ 
ning remarked that he wou ld get off 
a t Sexton street, and come down 
town in the afternoon.

vault cleaning is licensed to indiv-j 
iduals with a stipulated price, and 
included other matters pertaining to 
the disj>osal of waste matter. 
The matter of passing a sanitary 
ordinance was looked 
upon favor­ 
ably, and the copy of the Anderson 
ordinance was given to the ordin­ 
ance committee, for the purpose of 
drafting plans to make it apply lo­ 
cally. 
In this connection the matter 
of 
garbage 
collection, 
which 
was 
brought up recently, was again dis­ 
cussed. Several cities in this sec­ 
tion have ordinances regarding gar­ 
bage disposal and these were hand­

While the council talked of san­ 
itary questions discussion drifted to

the ordinance is enforced at once,
